But having +o 
many and various nations to rule, Austria bas 
adopted a complete system of centralization. 
Thus in Vieums, we find burcans or depart- 
ments for each race or nation governed by the 
Emperor. We find the Botceion Minister in 
his palace at Vienna, attending exclusively to 
the affairs of Bobemia; and through him the 
Bohemian hottie government is directed. We 
find im the feeiien quarter, the palace of th 
Italian Minister; in the Creat quarter, the 
Crost Minister; in the Hungerien quarter, the 
Hengerian Minister; and so on, for every na 
tion, Moravians, Bulgarians, Transyivanians, 
Zends, Polanders, and every other tribe of 
Sclaves, its appropriate minister can be found 
ie Vienna, and he is responsible to the Emperor 
for the administration of such affairs as come 
under the bead of b's national wants. 

This is one aspect of Austria's centralien 
but it suggests all the rest of the vast machi 
nery. Through these ministers she governs her 
immense possestions, as moch as posdble ac 
cording to the spirit of each nation. Thus she 
aliows Croatia a Dict — and in past times she has 
permitted Hungary to elect a separate King 
dependent of Austria, except in the payment of 





a certain tevenuc, and fernishing assistance in 
war. To Bohemia she gives certain privileges 
denied to Wallechis, and se om, scoording a 
she finds the sj«rit of a partiowlar pation res.st- 
ing or Obeying her constant approaches toward 
abs dation. 

Beyvnd the borders cf Huangery and Croatia 
and stretching to Servis, sed other districis 
hitherto genersily in possesion of the Turks, 
Austria bas established what is termed, her 
“Military Prowticr.”’ This district is settled 
principally by German soldiers, their wives and 
fanities. All German children born on this 
froatier serve in the army, and Genean emigre 
tion frow Saxony, Austria proper, ete., is libe- 
rally escouraged. Thus, by establishing this 
“ Military Frontier,’ cstevsibly as & defence 
ageinat Turkey, the central government hes 
managed (o surreand the Slavonic nations » ith 
a cordea of professions! suidiers, who are more 
over attached to the soil, becanse of being bern 
and bred upon it. This is another fatere of 
that om system which epables the 
House of Hepsburg to keep in check seach « 
meltitedin us arrey of 
Austria ip manner, language, snd religwe.

A large outlay of popalar and newspaper in- 

dignation follows every new catastrophe in 


-| which the travelling community are the suf- 


ferers, and numberiess are the strictures, various 
the suggestions, which meh an event calls torth 
—for a day or two. From the denunciatery 
resolutions of ‘a meeting of the passengers’’ to 


at home, « round of abuse wad reprebension is 
visited on the devoted “ railroad companies” 
end their “reckless employees.” But, cot 
tome’ Im what docs public indignation end! 
How istravel thereby made more secure! Will 
there be no accidents in the future ? 

We incline to the opinion that, after all, rail- 





they bestow wpon them at least as mach atten- 
tion as do individuals. Yet, aceording to the 
popalar bruit, s “ Railroed Company” is vot 
only s “ nvurderous Moloch,” but s crazy mo- 
nomaniac, seattering and ruining its own wealth, 
as well as the lives of its patrons. We are re- 
quired to believe that these merciless corpora. 
tions find a fiendish pleasure fm destroying hu- 
man existence—so much so, that the most 
stringent laws are requisite to restrain them— 
and that, morcover, they are willing to perpe- 
trate this violence at their own expense, te. by 
blowing up their own steamboats, smashing 
their own cars, and laying themselves and pro 
perty open to a thousand suits at law for heavy 
damages. 

Now, with due deference to public opinion, 
we do not believe that railroad companies are 
such desperate gamesters as they are pictured, 
bor that their employees are so recklessly re- 
gardiess of their own and other people’s lives as 
they are said to be. We look deeper into the

We have seen passengers fret and fhiget at 
every cautionary delay on «@ raitroad, and heard 
them drew eatavershie comparisons regarding 
different Hines, in which the adjective “ fant,” 
ievariably qualified their favorite ones. These 
things are what im reality constitute pablic opi- 
nica, and not indignation nor passenger-meet- 
ings, subseyacnt to an accident. It is these con. 
tiual demands and fault-fladings on the part of 
travellers, which urge raiiroed and steamboat 
often nlc wewise and enwarrantable 
efforts to met thetr reyuiremenis, by Legetung 
dangervus competition on the sure uf speed 
Seo maeb for yublic responsitdhity  peverthe- 
lous, we are not disposed to relieve travei-con- 
weetors of their duc share. They are bound to 
provide good and safe roads, faithful eoudac- 
tors, sober, Competent engineers, audi seilable

Beyvnd the borders cf Hungary and Croatia 
aud stretching to Servis, aed other districts 
| hitherto genersily in possession of the Turks, 
Austria has established what is termed, her 
“Military Frontier.” This district is settled 
principally by German soldiers, their wives and 
families. AN German children born on this 
froatier serve iu the army, and Geroan ew gre 
tion from Saxony, Austria proper, ete., is libe- 
rally encouraged. Thus, by establishing this 
“ Military Froatier,’’ ostensibly as a deface 
ageinet Turkey, the central government has 
managed to surreend the Slavonic nations «ith 
a cordoa of profeesioeal soldiers, who are more. 
over attached to the soil, becanse of being bern 
aad bred upon it. This is another fatere of 
that tremendcoes system which epables the 
House of Hapsburg to keep in check such « 
wultitedinous arrey of subjects opposed to 
Austria in manpers, language, and religion. 

We say religion, beeanse the Greek tiith is 
almost universally prevalent among the Slave 
nile tribes.

The ro- 
sult was most successful, and the farm is now 
im good cultivation, aad let, we should say, for 
20s. per sere. We do not happen te know the 
exact rental, but it strikes uses boing the pro- 


fences. 

“« Mr. Goukl’s experience with sixty acres of 
light moorland, as detailed im the Trenssctsons 
of the Bath and West of England Ag-icuturel 
Society, boar strongly upon the point. He tock 
the waste on « lease, pared and barned, and, in 
making 4 well, happened to take oul some clay, 
whieh he carted into his eleven sere eaclosare 
The result was thet his subsequent erep of cate 
showed a produce of 50 bashels per sere, and 
his unclayed not more than 80 bushels. The 
subsequent grass or clover on the clajed past 
was excellent, while not « plant grew on the 
uncjayed. We thes clayed the whole of the 60 
scres at intervals, and in 16 years hed applind 
80 loads per acre - twice, forty—and the result 
eas been most satisfactory in the whole, being 
rendered capable of growing good crops of cor, 
turnips, and grass, and is carried on fn the four- 
course eystem.”” 

It bs not every sulsoil, we readily admit, that 
possesses the remarkable qualities of those 
whieh have been mentioned, and ne one should 
think ef rushing blindly inte an extensive ex- 
periment, before he has tested its probable va- 
jue on a small stale. it should not, however, 
be forgotten, that many subsoils which at fret 
present every appearance of sterility, are often 
so lmproved by exposure to the alr, by pulveri- 
sation, aed by mixture with the surface mold, 
as ultimately to become very productive.
